Few would argue thst how the CD 
movement fares and the imaso it projects depend in not insignificant 
mesure on. the posture assused and progress achieved by CLASC.' 
- .More often than not, the judgement of a mass movement is based on 
the worst element ccaprising Lt -- and in this resard CLASC is 
challenged only by the party ‘youth and student wings. As an ~

Although Latin American 
Christian Democracy like the Eu- 
ropean variety, has its roots in

democratic ideas of the French

state. The European reaction to 
the growth of: Communism in the 
1930s had little effect on the 
Latin American CDs; consequently 
the Americans were moving to the 
political left as. the Europeans 
were moving to the right. 


Not, until 1947 did the newly 


. important and affluent: European | 
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CDs ‘attempt. to coordinate inter-. 
national CD activity through an 
organization they: called the New 
International Team (NEI). This 
organization never. achieved any 
significance because European :

and because the Latin American 
oy. parties had been maintaining in- 
dividual relations-with the var- 
τ dous European groups.

The two heaviest European 
contributors to. the Latin Ameri~ 
can parties are the Institute for 
International Solidarity. (IIS) and

_ The modest progress made by
